In the absence of figures it is safe to presume that comparable losses 
have occurred in the sister provinces of Alberta and Manitoba. Indeed 
stories of tragedies appearing in local and metropolitan newspapers afford 
the evidence that such is the case ; 

These graves give silent testimony to the risks annually incurred in 
a cold climate during the winter season, and, in most cases, are mute evi-| 
dence of the truth of the old adage “familiarity breeds contempt’; in other 
words they are, in the majority of instances, the result of carelessness 
a lack of appreciation, or forgetfulness, of the dangers involved in the 
handling of fire

Danger In The Homes 
Statistics show that the great bulk of these life and property losses | 
and injuries have occurred in homes and in most cases in homes on the! 
isolated farmstead or in the small villages and towns, where fire protection | 
cquipment is either entirely absent or at a minimum and where trained fire 
fighters are completely absent 
Investigations conducted by, and information received by provincial] 
und local authorities and fire insurance companies show also that. the} 
greater number of these disastrous conflagrations occur in the early morn-| 
ing after fires have been lighted and adult members have left the house | 
rr outside chores, leaving children and sometimes women still sleeping} 
in their beds, For the latter it means death by smoke suffocation or cruel 
llames 
In this season's fires, gasoline is indicted as one of. the most potent | 
ncies of death, injury and loss of home and contents. In some cases, it} 
has been used in mistake for coal oil to lash dying embers into quick flame | 
or to speed up a newly laid fire. In other instances the use of this danger- 
ous fluid for dry cleaning operations has brought irremedial disaster upon 
1 unsuspecting household.

Carlessness To Blame 

In other words, in nearly every instance, somebody's carelessness or 
negligence can be blamed for the dire results which have followed. There 
has been a violent explosion, a death-dealing fluid has been sprayed in all) 
directions and the doctor, the coroner and the undertaker have been called 
in to perform the obsequies. In the twinkling of an eye a happy household 
has been converted into a shambles, no less direful because disaster was un- | 
Suspected a moment before and no less horrible than the streets of Shang- 
hai after the visit of a Japanese bomber. | 

When details of these disasters appear in cold print subsequently, | 
wonderment at the carelessness and folly of mankind speedily succeeds the | 
shock occasioned in the mind of the reader by graphic descriptions of the | 
horrors of such disaster and the suffering they entail. 

The wonder is further accentuated by the thought that these disasters | 
have followed so close on the heels of the annual fall fire prevention cam-| 
paigns, when well directed efforts were made to render citizens fire con-! 
scious, apparently all to no avail.

A Grain Of Comfort 

There is some comfort, however, in the discovery that these fire-preven- | 
tion campaigns are bearing some fruit and more particularly in the fertile | 
and impressionable minds of the youth of the country, for in the past few | 
years, there has been marked reduction in the number of. conflagrations re-! 
sulting from the misuse of matches by children—-an indication that chil-} 
dren, at least, are learning and remembering valuable lessons imparted in| 
the schools during fire prevention week. | 
These results of the campaign in the schools among the children give | 
rise to the hope that fire losses from misuse of gasoline will be materiaJly 
reduced in the future within the next two or three decades when they ae 
ceed the present generation as the masters and mistresses of the house- | 
holds in the rural districts. They at least serve to demonstrate that the | 
words of admonition and advice which form a component part of these cam- | 
paigns are worthwhile and give rise to the belief that later they will bear | 
fruit in a substantial reduction in fire losses where such are caused by | 
carelessness or neglect. |

Director “Crop Testing Plan.” 


“Garnet wheat will be removed 
from the grade 3 Northern.” 

The above announcement was 
recently made by the Hon. W. D. 
Euler, Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce, Ottawa. 

This news will bring auxiety to 
every farmer who is growing (ar- 
net. 

Some important queries will ut 
ounce spring to the producer’s mind. 
Should I continue with Garnet? 
What is the price of Garnet likely 
to be? Should I use a different 
variety? If a different variety, 
then which one? 

The truth is that Garnet has 
been a good variety for northern 
farmers, for it has enabled thou- 
sands to stay on their farms and to 
pay their taxes. The bald fact is, 
too, that there is no variety avail- 
able at the moment that will, with 
complete satisfaction, replace Gar- 
net. 

Having decided to change the 
grades, in order to help those farm- 
ers who may :roduce No. 3 North- 
ern, the further duty of the Domin- 
in Government should be 
specificially to help the Garnet 
growers. This can be done by in- 
the appropriations to 
plant-breeding institutions, so that 
the excellent

up’’,

Wood And Synthetic Cement And 
Resin Being Used 
Increased use of wood and plastic) 
material and conservation of steel in 
the construction of airplanes is! 
being attempted by aeronautical| 


builders and technicians, it was} 
learned. 
Steel is becoming increasingly 


scarce on the world market, it was 
said. 

The principal objection to wood is 
its lack of resistance to external 
agents, such as humidity, which 
cause warping. British specialists 
have been working on methods to 
give the wood used the same resist- 
ance to such factors as steel posses- 
sions, Synthetic cement and rosin 
are being employed and have the 
added advantage of reducing costs 
considerably.

Farmers will be freed from the 
scourge of smut, stem rust and other 
wheat disease that has cost them 
millions of dollars if hopes of Domin- 
fon research scientists materialize. 

Dr. Cyril H. Goulden of the Do- 
minion Rust Research Laboratory at 
Winnipeg has a new wheat, known 
only as “Rust Laboratory 1097," 
claimed to be superior in quality to 
other rust resistant varieties. 

Just 10 years ago, Dr. Goulden 
worked with a few seeds developed 
from a cross between a United States 
wheat, H-44-24, and Reward. These 
few seeds have multiplied under the 
vigilant care of science and 500 
bushels of Uniform RL1097 are in 
store. 

“Although rust resistant wheats, 
Thatcher, Renown and Apex, which 
all have certain undesirable charac- 
teristics, will be grown in Canada 
next year, attempts now are being 
made to produce better wheat,” Dr. 
Goulden said. 

“Most desirable factors to con- 
sider are earlier maturing and higher 
yielding wheat which has more 
disease resistance, greater straw 
strength, good kernel appearance and 
of high milling and baking quality,” 
the Winnipeg plant breeder stated, 
adding RL1097 most nearly fulfils 
these requirements. 

“The new grain is earlier than 
rust-resistant wheat now being 
grown, yields well, and is particu- 
larly suitable in northern areas. It 
is resistant to leaf rust and loose 
smut to which Thatcher is highly 
susceptible," 

The associated committee on grain 
regearch at its annual meeting in 
Winnipeg next spring will consider 
recommending this wheat to the Do- 
minion government for licensing and 
distribution, said the committee sec- 
retary, Dr. W. F. Geddes, chief chem- 
ist of the Dominion Grain Research 
Laboratory. 

Dr, Geddes declared RL1097 is ex- 
cellent in making strength. Milling 
and baking tests conducted in 1934, 
85 and ‘36 at 14 points in the 
prairie provinces, showed this grain 
to be outstanding, he said. 

“It is higher than Thatcher in test 
weight per bushel, of better kernel 
appearance, lower in carotene or yel- 
low pigment content of the flour, and 
equal in baking strength.” 

Tests of the 1937 crop are being 
made not only by Canadian research 
chemists but also by cerealiats in 
Canada, United States and Great 
Britain. If outside statiatics con- 
firm previous data RL1087 probably 
will be distributed next spring. |

Tribute Paid Antonio Stradivari | 


Who Died 200 Years Ago | 


A world-renowned violinist and a| 


world-renowned symphony, orchestra | 
joined recently in tribute to the 
greatest of violin makers, Antonio 
Stradivari, who died 200 years ago. 

Playing for this occasion on a rich- 
toned violin made by Stradivari in 
1731, Jascha Heifetz peformed two 
concerts in Boston. Serge Kous- 
sevitzky conducted. 

In Stradivari’s long life—he died 
at the age of 93 in Cremona, Italy | 
—he produced approximately 1,100 
instruments, of which nearly one half 
have been lost. Only about 170 of 
his instruments are known to exist 
in the United States. In Europe there 
are an additional 540--each as com- 
pletely pedigreed as a thoroughbred 
horse. Heifetz values his Stradivari 
at $50,000.

Birthplace Of Sir Wilfrid 


Government Creates A Fund For 
Perpetual Care Of Sir John 
MacDonald’s Grave 

The government has purchased the 
birthplace of Sir Wilfrid Laurier at 
St. Lin, Que., and created a fund for 
perpetual care of Sir John A. Mac- 
Donalds grave at Cataraqui, Ont, 
it was announced by Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King. 

Sir Wilfrid’s birthplace will be re- 
tained as a national possession and a 
shrine to the memory of the French- 
Canadian leader who was prime 
minister from 1896 to 1911.
